FOR   STUDY   AND    REVIEW 

Definite  Vocabulary  Work.  The  tendency  toward  greater  freedom  in  the 
selection  of  material  for  Latin  reading  in  the  secondary  schools,  recommend- 
ed and  approved  by  the  Classical  Investigation,  carries  with  it  the  necessity 
for  greater  care  in  the  selection  and  greater  defmiteness  in  the  teaching  of  vo- 
cabulary. 

Obligatory  Words.  To  secure  greater  definiteness,  it  is  evident  that  out 
of  the  total  vocabulary  of  any  author  a  selection  of  the  most  important  words 
must  be  made  as  an  obligatory  minimum  for  learning  and  drill.  The  lists  here 
offered  are  an  attempt  to  pick  out  the  most  important  words  for  learning,  and 
to  present  the  selected  material  in  a  form  suitable  for  study  and  review.  The 
words  here  presented  have  been  very  carefully  selected  on  the  following  ba- 
sis :  (1)  frequency  of  occurrence  in  those  portions  of  an  author  which  pupils 
are  most  likely  to  study  first ;  (2)  general  usage  in  other  authors  or  portions 
of  authors  which  may  be  used  for  sight  reading  in  the  schools ;  (3)  general  val- 
ue for  the  Latin  course  as  a  whole ;  (4)  derivative-forming  value,  based  on 
the  etymological  relationships  of  the  Latin  words.  In  general,  primitive  words 
have  been  given  more  weight  than  those  derived  from  them,  on  the  ground 
that  the  primitives  of  a  language  form  a  kind  of  foundation  without  which  the 
true  force  of  the  derivatives  cannot  be  understood. 

Authors  Surveyed  in  the  Statistics.  In  the  preparation  of  these  lists 
the  full  statistical  material  of  the  following  authors  (or  portions  of  authors) 
has  been  collected  and  evaluated :

Evaluation  of  the  Statistical  Material.  In  order  to  select  out  of  the 
total  material  of  each  year  the  words  of  greatest  usefulness,  the  word  usage  of 
each  author  was  given  a  rating  proportionate  to  its  importance  for  the  work 
of  the  secondary  schools,  that  is,  in  evaluating  the  material  for  the  second- 
year  work  the  total  of  occurrences  of  a  word  (or  word-group)  in  the  Gallic 
War  was  combined  with  that  of  the  Civil  War  and  of  Nepos.  not  on  a  parity 
but  in  the  proportion  3:1:1  (with  the  adjustment  required  to  compensate 
for  the  varying  amount  of  text):  for  the  work  of  the  third  year  Cicero's  Ora- 
tions outweighed  the  Essays  and  Sallust  in  about  the  same  proportion  ;  and  for 
the  fourth  year  the  first  six  books  of  the  Aeneid  outweighed  the  balance  of 
Vergil  and  Ovid  in  a  similar  way.  By  this  means  a  key-number  was  obtained, 
representing  the  value  of  each  word  and  group  of  words  for  the  work  of  each 
year.  Then,  in  order  to  select  a  fundamental  list  for  the  first  year,  these  key- 
numbers  for  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  years  were  again  combined  accord- 
ing to  a  descending  ratio  of  approximately  10  :  6  :  2,  and  the  result  was  con- 
sidered as  the  general  High  School  Latin  value.  The  present  First-Year  List 
consists  of  the  650  words  having  the  highest  general  value  according  to  this 
standard.  Finally,  in  determining  the  Second- Year  List  three  factors  were  con- 
sidered for  each  word  and  word-group  :  (1)  number  of  occurrences  in  the  Gal- 
lic War,  (2)  value  for  second-year  sight  reading,  (3j  general  High  School  Lat- 
in value.  The  400  words  forming  this  list  are  those  which  measure  up  nearest 
to  this  triple  standard.  A  similar  course  has  been  follov/ed  in  selecting  the 
500  words  for  the  third  year  and  for  the  fourth  year.  In  all  cases  the  leciding 
word  of  an  etymologically  related  group  has  been  given  the  combined  value 
of  the  group  derivable  from  it,  and  each  derivative  has  also  been  separately 
counted  with  its  own  value.  In  this  way  the  greater  importance  of  the  primi- 
tive has  been  kept  in  view  without  neglecting  the  derivatives ;  and  the  results 
of  such  a  method  appear,  I  believe,  for  the  first  time  in  this  book. 

Presentation  of  Material  for  Study  and  Review.  For  use  in  the  class 
room,  the  material  for  each  year  is  presented  in  several  ways :  first,  with  Eng- 
lish meanings  for  study,  and  afterward  without  meanings  for  quick  review 
and  drill,  For  study,  the  words  are  grouped  according  to  the  usual  grammat- 
ical categories  of  nouns,  adjectives,  verbs,  etc.  For  purposes  of  review  and 
drill,  the  same  words  are  given  in  alphabetical  order,  but  without  meanings, 
arranged  in  groups  of  ten  words  each,  a  device  which  will  assist  in  grading 
the  pupil's  work.  Finally,  the  lists  for  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  years  are 
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arranged  in  the  order  of  occurrence  in  the  texts  as  commonly  read,  making  it 
possible  for  teacher  or  pupil  to  underline  or  mark  in  the  text  the  first  occur- 
rence of  the  obligatory  words. 

CAUTION,  ft  seems  hardly  necessary  to  nam  teachers  that  the  joimal 
study  of  these,  or  other  word  lists,  should  follow  rather  than  precede  the  first 
learning  of  icords  in  the  texts  being  read.  Their  real  purpose  is  to  focus  the  at- 
tention of  the  pupil  on  a  definite  minimum  selected  for  permanent  retention,  in 
order  to  free  him,  if  possible,  from  an  endless  looking  up  of  words.  It  is  certainly 
true  that  words  are  less  vital  apart  from  their  context,  and  the  author  agrees 
with  the  recommendation  of  the  Classical  Investigation  ''that  new  words  should 
first  be  met  in  an  enlightening  context.^'  But  context  alone  is  often  one-sided, 
and  comparison  with  English  derivatives  is  sometimes  misleading,  and  both  pu- 
pils and  teachers  should  have  at  hand  the  apparatus  necessary  to  supplement  and 
correct  the  knoivledge  so  gained. 

Supplementary  Lists.  Inasmuch  as  a  limit  of  500  words  per  year  is  ar- 
bitrary and  might  have  been  increased  with  profit  to  600  or  more,  and  in  order 
to  carry  the  lists  for  each  author  down  to  a  certain  minimum  of  occurrences, 
additional  lists  have  been  made,  the  material  of  which  may  be  regarded  as 
optional  and  of  less  general  value  than  that  of  the  obligatory  list.  It  is  curious 
to  note,  in  connection  with  these  supplementary  vocabularies,  how  large  a  pro- 
portion of  words  in  the  Nepos  list  fall  within  the  proper  limits  of  the  third- 
year  (or  Ciceronian)  vocabulary.  In  much  the  same  way  a  large  percentage  of 
the  words  in  the  special  Sallust  list  are  poetical  and  appear  later  as  obligatory 
words  of  the  fourth-year  vocabulary. 

Word  Formation.  In  a  brief  account  of  the  derivation  of  words  in  Latin, 
examples  have  been  drawn  largely  from  the  vocabulary  of  the  first  and  second 
years,  and  with  the  examples  will  be  found  the  remaining  instances  of  the  for- 
mation, as  far  as  they  occur  within  the  limits  of  this  vocabulary. 

English  Definitions.  The  English  meanings  given,  in  the  second  column, 
to  the  Latin  words  are  intended  to  be  basic  only,  with  as  few  synonyms  as 
possible.  It  should  be  noticed  that  the  use  of  Roman  letters  in  all  three  col- 
umns makes  it  evident  to  the  eye  that  the  same  Latin  word  is  being  carried 
across  the  page  ;  first,  the  Latin  word  itself  (in  bold-faced  type),  then  an 
English  meaning  which  is,  in  whole  or  in  part,  a  derivative  (in  light-faced  type), 
and.  in  the  third  column,  other  related  English  words  (in  smaller  Roman  type). 
Other  matter,  not  connected  with  the  Latin  word  in  question,  is  in  Italics,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  those  few  words  which  are  cognate  with,  but  not  derived 
from  the  Latin.  These  are  distinguished  by  the  use  of  small  caps. 
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Related  English  Words.  The  related  English  words  given  in  the  third 
column  are  not  primarily  intended  to  assist  the  pupil  in  recalling  the  meaning 
of  the  Latin  word,  but  to  furnish  a  fairly  large  amount  of  material  for  class 
work  in  the  derivation  of  English  words.  They  may  be  defined,  used  correct- 
ly in  sentences,  or  gathered  into  notebooks.  It  will  be  seen  that  these  English 
words  fall  into  three  classes :  those  derived  from  the  Latin  word ;  from  some 
Latin  derivative  thereof;  or  those  which  are  themselves  further  derivatives  of 
the  English  word.  For  example,  station  (p.  5)  is  derived  from  station-em ;  sta- 
tionary from  a  Latin  adjective  stalionarius  (from  statio);  while  station-er  and 
station-ery  are  further  English  derivatives  of  station.  The  investigation  of  these 
differences  may  be  assigned  as  outside  work  to  be  done  with  the  aid  of  an 
English  dictionary.  In  some  cases  it  will  be  discovered  that  the  English  word 
is  a  collateral  derivative  of  a  closely  related  Latin  word  rather  than  a  lineal  de- 
scendant of  the  Latin  word  itself.  When  the  spelling  of  the  stem  has  suffered 
a  marked  change  by  passing  through  French  or  some  other  language,  that  fact 
is  indicated,  but  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  French  influence  has  not  been 
marked.  And  this  is  particularly  true  in  the  case  of  those  suffixes  which  have 
suffered  a  regular  change  in  passing  through  French,  Anglo-Norman  French, 
or  Old  French,  as,  for  instance,  in  memor-y  {L.  memor-ia),  liber-ty  {L.  liber- 
tatem),  senten-ce  (L.  senten-tia),  graci-ous  {L.  grati-osus, /rom  ^raXia),  grati-fy 
{L.  grati-ficare, /rom  gratus+facere),  etc.  [But  the  French  influence  has  not 
been  indicated  in  the  column  of  English  meanings,  in  order  to  avoid  confusing 
the  material  to  be  learned  with  that  intended  for  investigation.]  A  few  rather 
unusual,  out  of  the  way,  or  surprising  English  words  have  been  included.  No 
doubt  many  more  of  this  kind  could  be  added.  For  the  Latin  etymologies  the 
author  has  trusted  largely  to  Walde,  Lateinisches  Etymologisches  Worterhuch 
(2nd  ed.  1910),  supplemented  by  Zimmermann,  Etymologisches  Worterhuch  der 
lateinischen  Sprache  (1915) ;  for  the  English  to  Skeat,  Concise  Etymological 
Dictionary  (1911).  For  the  vagaries  of  English  spelling,  as  well  as  for  possible 
misprints,  he  craves  indulgence.

There  is  general  agreement  that  the  one  most  important  ultimate 
objective  which  is  dependent  on  vocabulary  for  attainment  is  increased 
ability  to  understand  the  exact  meaning  of  English  words  derived  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  from  Latin  and  increased  accuracy  in  their  use.

LATIN   WORD   FORMATION 

PRIMITIVES,  DERIVATIVES,  AND  COMPOUNDS 

A  Primitive  word  may  be  defined,  for  the  purposes  of  this  book,  as 
the  simplest  or  earhest  form  of  a  word  in  the  Latin  language  from  which 
other  words  have  been  formed  by  derivation  or  composition.  These  prim- 
itive words  are  formed  from  the  root  by  adding  the  endings  of  inflection. 
In  many  cases  it  is  not  possible  to  say  whether  the  noun  or  the  verb  should 
be  considered  the  primitive.  For  example  :-

Derivatives  are  formed  from  the  stems  of  nouns,  adjectives,  verbs,  or 
adverbs  by  the  addition  of  prefixes  and  suffixes,  thus, 

from  ven-i5  is  formed  con-ven-tus,  act  of  coming  together,  meeting. 
Compounds  are  formed  by  adding  together  two  or  more  stems  or  words. 

septen+decim,  seven-teen;    bi+duum,  two  days. 

ROOTS,  STEMS,  PREFIXES,  AND  SUFFIXES 

A  Root  is  the  simplest  form  to  which  a  word  can  be  reduced.  It  is  gen- 
erally a  monosyllable,  and  contains  the  fundamental  idea  of  the  word. 

Thus,  REG-  "to  direct"  is  the  root  of  rego,  to  direct,  rule,  manage;  rectus,  directed, 
straight,  direct;  regio,  direction,  region;  rex,  he  who  directs  or  rules,  king; 
regina,  ruling  lady,  queen;  regnum,  royal  power,  kingdom;  etc 

A  Stem,  is  the  body  of  a  word  to  which  the  terminations  of  inflection  are 
attached.  Sometimes  the  stem  is  the  same  as  the  root,  but  usually  it  is 
formed  from  the  root  by  the  addition  of  one  or  more  letters,  or  by  some 
internal  change  in  the  nature  or  the  length  of  the  vowel. 

Thus,  the  root  DUG-  "to  lead"  is  also  the  stem  of  dux,  due-is,  leader,  guide;  but 
from  the  root  VOC-  "to  call"  we  form  the  stem  voca-  (of  voeo,  -are,  to  call) 
by  adding  -a-  of  the  first  conjugation;  while  by  lengthening  the  vowel  we  get 
the  stem  voc-,  used  in  the  noun  vox,  voc-is,  voice. 

A  Prefix  is  a  syllable  placed  at  the  beginning  of  a  word,  and  a  Suffix  is 
a  syllable  attached  to  the  end  of  a  word  to  modify  its  meaning. 

Thus,  in  the  derivative  noun  con-ven-tus,  meeting,  con-  is  a  prefix,  and  -tus  is  a 
suffix,  added  to  the  root  ven-  (of  venio,  ire,  come)  to  modify  its  meaning.

Intensive  or  frequentative  verbs  denote  a  forcible  or  frequently  re- 
peated action.  They  end  in  -t5  (or  -so),  being  formed  from  the  participial 
stem  of  other  verbs,  and  are  always  of  the  first  conjugation. 

Participles  of  first  conjugation  verbs,  ending  in  -atus,  change  a  into  i,  making  the 
intensive  verb  end  in  -ito.

volito,  are,  to  flit  about,  (from  void,  are,  'fly')

Denominative  verbs  are  those  derived  from  nouns  and  adjectives. 

Examples  of  English  denominative  [from  de  nomine]  verbs  may  be  seen  in  such 
uses  as,  to  breakfast,  from  the  noun  breakfast;  to  hammer,  from  the  noun  hammer,  etc. 

In  Latin  many  denominatives  are  of  the  first  conjugation:

floreo,  ere,  {irom.  fids,  fl6r-is,  'flower'),  to  flower,  to  bloom,  to  flourish;

Inceptive  verbs  denote  the  beginning  or  inception  of  an  act.  They  are 
derived  from  other  verbs  by  adding  -sco  to  the  present  stem,  and  belong 
to  the  third  conjugation.  In  some  cases  the  inceptive  force  is  not  evident. 

Notice  that  the  sufiix  -sco  belongs  to  the  present  system  only,  and  is  not  carried 
over  into  the  perfect  tenses. 

Examples  of  inceptive  verbs  in  Latin  are: 

con-sue-sco,  ere,  consuevi,  consuetus,  to  become  accustomed ; 

(perfect),  to  be  accustomed

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III.    COMPOUND  VERBS. 


Compound  verbs  are  formed,  in  large  numbers,  from  simple  verbs  by 
means  of  prefixes,  some  of  which  are  separable  and  some  inseparable.  The 
separable  prefixes  are  also  used  as  prepositions  or  adverbs ;  the  inseparable 
are  never  so  used.  Only  a  few  examples  for  each  prefix  are  given  here.
